Violence hits new high in Spain 


MADRID. Sp ain (AP) — Terro rists at­ 
tacked a Barcelo n a p o lice headq u arters 
.early to day , sp arkin g a g u n b attle in 
which p o lice fire killed three in n o cen t 
civ ilian s in a p assin g car an d two o f their 
o wn o fficers, p o lice said. 
Two o ther p erso n s, in clu din g o n e 
p o liceman , were serio u sly wo u n ded in 
Sp ain ’s b lo o diest day o f v io len ce this 
y ear. 
The attack raised the death to ll to eig ht 
p o licemen an d fo u r civ ilian s in sev en 
day s o f p o litical v io len ce sin ce Sp ain was 
p lu n g ed in to crisis at ho me an d ab ro ad 
b y the ex ecu tio n s o f fiv e y o u n g terro rists 
Sep t. 27. 


Po lice said the latest deaths, in the 
wo rkin g class district o f La Vemeda, 
cam e after a g ro u p o f g u n men dro v e p ast 


the p o lice b arracks firin g with su b ­ 
machin e g u n s. 
Po lice g u ards, u n to u ched b y the 
b u llets, retu rn ed fire an d in erro r riddled 
a seco n d car, killin g a co u p le an d their 
22-y ear-o ld so n an d serio u sly wo u n din g a 
fo u rth p erso n in the car, p o lice said. The 
civ ilian s were rep o rted retu rn in g ho me 
fro m a wake fo r a frien d.

Fo rd, who an n o u n ced p lan s earlier this 
week fo r what he said was “the b ig g est 
sin g le tax cu t in o u r histo ry ,” met Tu es­ 
day with sev en Ap p alachian state g o v ­ 
ern o rs in Kn o x v ille. Ten n ., an d im­ 
mediately was co n fro n ted with a p lea fo r 
fu n ds. 
West Virg in ia Go v . Arch Mo o re to ld 
Fo rd mo re federal mo n ey is n eeded to 
keep Ap p alachian hig hway p ro jects o n 
schedu le. Fo rd wry ly recalled that mo st 
o f the g o v ern o rs in the ro o m had ag reed 
with a So u thern Go v ern o rs Co n feren ce 
reso lu tio n callin g fo r a co n stitu tio n al 
amen dmen t req u irin g b alan ced federal 
b u dg ets.

Food stamp abuses 


County bucks national trend 


Ab u ses o f the federal fo o d stamp p ro g ram an d a g ro win g 
n atio n al tren d to ward g reater u se o f the stamp s hav e b o th failed 
to affect the Pettis Co u n ty area, it was rep o rted Wedn esday . 
Mrs. Do ro thy Cramer, su p erv iso r o f the p ro g ram here, said 
rep o rts made to her b y the state Div isio n o f So cial Serv ices sho w 
that o n ly 21 p er cen t o f the p erso n s co n sidered elig ib le to 
p articip ate in the p ro g ram in Pettis Co u n ty are actu ally do in g 
so . 
State statistics sho w there are ab o u t 8,3 11 p erso n s in the 
co u n ty who co u ld p articip ate. Yet, o n ly 3 ,6 00 o f them are u sin g 
fo o d stamp s, she said. 
In Sep temb er, the so cial serv ices o ffice sho wed that 9 27 Pettis 
Co u n ty families u sed fo o d stamp s. The state p laces an av erag e 
o f three to fo u r p erso n s p er family , she p o in ted o u t. Altho u g h 
the p ro g ram b eg an in Ju ly , 19 74, the first actu al p articip atio n 
fig u re sho ws 884 families en ro lled fo r fo o d stamp s in No v emb er. 
19 74. The hig hest n u mb er came last March, 1,028. an d the 
lo west was in Ju n e, with 853 families p articip atin g . Mrs. Cramer 
stressed that these fig u res in clu de families who may b e 
p articip atin g in the p ro g ram fro m mo n th to mo n th, an d are n o t 
n ecessarily all n ew p articip an ts. 
The fo o d stamp u se rate in Pettis Co u n ty , she said, “is n o t 
hig h fo r this area.” She also said that the n u mb er o f tho se 
p articip atin g u su ally in creases du rin g the win ter mo n ths. 
Mo st o f the fo o d stamp u sers lo cally are termed “ n o n -p u b lic 
assistan ce” p eo p le, acco rdin g to Mrs. Cramer. She ex p lain ed 
su ch p eo p le are tho se n o t receiv in g assistan ce fro m o ther 


welfare ag en cies. “Mo st o f these p eo p le are lo w in co me o r are 
emp lo y ed p art-time,” she stated. 
Mrs. Cramer added that lo cal p eo p le hav e g o n e o n fo o d 
stamp s “b ecau se o f the hig h u n emp lo y men t rate an d b ecau se 
we are reachin g mo re elderly . I thin k we are ju st n o w reachin g 
p eo p le this p ro g ram was in ten ded fo r thro u g h o u r o u t-reach 
p ro g ram." The p ro g ram b eg an in Au g u st an d is desig n ed to 
co n tact elderly p eo p le elig ib le fo r fo o d stamp s. 
Tu esday a U. S. Sen ate ag ricu ltu re su b -co mmittee b eg an 
takin g testimo n y in an effo rt to determin e if the p ro g ram had 
g o n e “o u t o f co n tro l” as alleg ed b y sev eral sen ato rs. 
Mrs. Cramer said the p ro g ram is n o t o u t o f co n tro l lo cally . In 
larg er.cities they may hav e a p ro b lem with frau d,” she said, 
addin g that is n o t the case lo cally . 
“In almo st ev ery o v er issu e (o f stamp s) case it is du e to p o o r 
co mmu n icatio n ,” she said. 
Mrs. Cramer n o ted that her o ffice “calls the emp lo y men t 
secu rity o ffice at least twice a day ” to b e su re fo o d stamp 
recip ien ts are reg istered fo r wo rk an d hav e n o t refu sed jo b 
in terv iews. 


Fo o d stamp recip ien ts are req u ired to reg ister with the 
emp lo y men t secu rity o ffice. Tho se failin g to do so are n o t 
admitted to the p ro g ram. 


Mo st ap p licatio n s are den ied, said Mrs. Cramer, b ecau se 
ap p lican ts failed “to p ro v ide in fo rmatio n to estab lish elig ib ility 
o r their in co mes were to o hig h.”

Speaking at a fo ur-day co n­ 
ference spo nso red by the Wash- 
i n g t o n Jo urnalism Center, 
Ho we, no w a v ice president o f 
the Fo rd Fo undatio n, said that 
16 y ears o f U.S. educatio n — 
starting at age 6 and ending at 
21 — is a lux ury no o ther co un­ 
try has. 
“ Peo ple get fed up with 
classro o ms after being in them 
fo r 16 y ears,” he said, adding 
that it wo uld be preferable fo r 
adults to be allo wed a y ear o f 
fo rmal educatio n at go v ern­ 
ment ex pense when they are 
mo re mature and in a better 
po sitio n to appreciate it. 
Ho we also said he suspects 
telev isio n is respo nsible fo r the 
decline in natio nal test sco res 
amo ng students. 
“ No o ne kno ws why the 


sco res are go ing do wn,” he 
said. “ But we’re no w seeing a 
generatio n that has been watch­ 
ing telev isio n thro ugho ut its 
lifetime.” 
He added that many children 
watch TV fo ur to six ho urs a 
day while children fro m lo wer- 
inco me families watch ev en 
mo re. 
Ho we predicted that when 
scho o ls are asked where the 
fault o f lo wer test sco res lie, 
they will respo nd with a “ back- 
to -basics” mo v ement and by 
beco ming mo re strict. 
“ They ’ll regiment kids and 
fo rce 
learning 
do wn 
their 
thro ats,” he said. “ And kids 
will do what they ’v e alway s 
do ne — thro w it up.” 
In o ther co mments, Ho we 
said he thinks the wo men’s 
mo v ement will hav e a gro wing 
impact o n the natio n’s scho o ls.

After nine months of stu dy 
and discussion, final p lans for a 
county fire p rotection district 
still remain u ncertain. 
A p ackage of figures and 
ideas should be comp leted by 
Nov ember 
and 
is 
to 
be 
distribu ted 
throu ghou t 
the 
county , according to Leroy 
Iuchs 
of 
the 
Sedalia-Pettis 
County Civ il Defense team, 
which is help ing organize the 
districts. Information on costs, 
the 
amou nt 
of 
equ ip ment 
needed, p ossible fire station 
locations and a rough district 
p lan will be inclu ded, Iu chs 
said. 
Although the p rimary cost of 
setting up a district has not y et 
been determined, a steering 
committee of ru ral residents 
and Civ il Defense members has 
been checking the cost of fire- 
f i g h t i n g 
m a c h i n e r y , 
co m m u n icatio n s d e v ic e s, 
insu rance, the ty p e of training 
p rograms 
needed, and 
fire 
station sites. 
Presently , the committee is 
considering 
a 
six -or 
sev en- 
station district td inclu de all 
sectors of the county . Ideally , 
ex isting 
fire 
stations 
and 
v olu nteer firemen would be 
used 
at 
the 
onset. 
New 
equ ip ment and stations then 
would be p u rchased once the 
district is formed, Iuchs said. 
A 
county 
fire 
p rotection 
district would be financed by a 
sp ecial tax lev y not to ex ceed 30 
cents 
p er 
$100 
assessed 
v aluation. Only county residents 
would be tax ed. 
Howev er, before an election 
can take p lace, the steering 
committee 
mu st 
su bmit 
a 
p etition signed by 100 cou nty 
residents and a formal p lan to 
the Pettis County Circuit Cou rt 
for ap p rov al. Once ap p rov ed, 
the issu e would be p laced on 
the ballot, bu t the amou nt of 
the lev y would be determined 
after the election. 
According to Iuchs, if the 
issue p asses, a three-member 
board of directors, selected by 
v oters at the election, will 
determine what the lev y will be. 
In Ju ne, estimates for the 
p rop osed 
district 
buildings, 
equ ip ment, maintenance and 
o p e ra tin g 
co sts 
to ta le d 
ap p rox im ately 
$93,000 
— 
ex cluding 
the 
p u rchase 
of 
p ocket 
scanner 
radios 
for 
v olu nteer firemen. These radios 
cost abou t $130 each. 
Iu chs 
indicated 
steering

district costs su ch as accident

hop ing to trim that bu t at the 
p resent time figures are in that 
range.” 
Howev er, ru ral community 
sentiments, 
the 
organization 
and cost of annu al training 
p rograms, and p ossible legal 
limitations in crossing county 
lines are areas still to be 
considered in forming a district. 
Although Iuchs is op timistic a 
final p ackage of p lans will be 
sent to the County Court in 
Janu ary , his brother, Jerry , 
director of the county Civ il 
Defense, say s it will be another 
six months before the p ackage 
is comp iled. 
“The committees are still 
getting rep orts together and 
they ’re kicking arou nd the cost 
of op erating. Basically nothing 
o u t s t a n d i n g 
has 
be e n 
accomp lished y et,” Jerry Iuchs 
said. 
According to Cloy d Merk, 
Smithton, 
chairman 
of 
the 
equ ip ment su bcommittee, at 
least two new fire tru cks are 
needed. Each tru ck, comp lete 
with equ ip ment, would cost 
abou t $30,000. 
“We made recommendatidns 
(to the steering committee) a 
coup le of weeks ago for the 
p u rchase of three comp lete 
ou tfits,” Merk said. “Basically 
we need the new equ ip ment 
along with the equ ip ment we 
now hav e to organize this 
thing.” 


The initial cost of fire-fighting 
machinery was trimmed abou t 
$12,000 p er tru ck by resorting to 
small tru cks, according to Leroy 
Iuchs. “We don’t need the big 
trucks in the cou nty ,” he said. 
“The majority of fires in ru ral 
areas are in the bru sh and grass 
category .” 


A l t ho u g h 
no 
m a j o r 
construction is anticip ated, C. 
H. Williams Jr., station-site 
su bcommittee chairman, said 
the committee has done no 
fu rther inv estigation on station 
site location since last winter. 
He 
indicated 
the 
steering 
committee was hop ing to use 
ex isting 
fire 
stations 
in 
Hu ghesv ille, 
Hou st oni a, 
LaM onte, 
G reen 
Ridge, 
Smithton and Sedalia. 
The use of these fire stations, 
howev er, dep ends up on ru ral 
v oter consent to the district in 
these areas. According to some 


area sp okesmen, op p osition has 
been v oiced to a tax -sup p orted 
district 
in 
Green 
Ridge, 
L a M o n t e , 
S m i t h t o n , 
Hughesv ille 
and 
Houstonia. 
These are areas where fire 
associations now ex ist. 
“I’m not op timistic abou t a 
county -wide fire district,” said 
a Smithton sp okesman. “I don’t 
think the p eop le are willing to 
p u t out the money .” 
“The p eop le are satisfied 
with

dep art ment 
here,” 
said 
LaMonte 
Fire 
Chief 
Gene 
Smith. “We op erate on ru ral 
subscrip tion. A district would 
carry close to a 30-cent lev y and 
ou r ru ral su bscrip tion is $10 for 
membership and $5 p er y ear for 
du es.” 
On the other hand, ru ral 
residents in the Bahner and 
Longwood commu nities hav e 
ex ressed su p p ort for a county 


district, according 
to Leroy 
Iuchs. “The most recent mov es 
hav e been in the Bahner area 
where a nu mber of neighbors 
hav e gotten together and are 
try ing to locate fire ap p aratu s,” 
he said.

^Subscribers are not aware of 
insu rance costs.

What p eop le don’t realize is that 
fire associations don’t hav e

Miss Loren sent Father Goos­ 
sens a set of fiv e ruby rings to 
be au ctioned off for money to 
rebuild the Holy Trinity mis­ 
sion chu rch in his p arish, which 
cov ers 3,000 sp arsely p op u lated 
squ are miles.

NEW YORK (AP) - Karl 
Fleming lost his virginity at 
age 17 to a Baptist minister’s 
daughter under the moonlight 
in a corn patch. His “First 
Time” wasn’t very thrilling, 
Fleming recalls. 
His wife, Anne Tay lor Flem­ 
ing, remembers her “First 
Time" (she was 19) as tender 
and romantics It happened in a 
room at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Three y ears later, Anne mar­ 
ried that first love, and now the 
Flemings have collaborated on 
a book that catalogues the 
“First Times" of some other 
people, most of them celebri- 


The book, called “The First 
Time” in case y ou haven’t 
guessed, sold out its first print­ 
ing before its Sept. 19 publica­ 
tion date. It’s a series of inter­ 
views with 28 lovers, including 
the likes' of Clifford Irving, 
Debbie Rey nolds, Bobby Riggs, 
-Mae West and Dr. Benjamin 
Spock. 
Karl’s and Anne’s replies to 
queries about their own first 
sexual encounters were rela­ 
tively discreet one-liners (“I’m 
glad I was there for y ours," 
Karl said, beaming at Anne). 
But the answers their subjects 
gave were lengthy narratives 


about family and school life. 
The stories spanned several 
generations, from Alice Roose­ 
velt Longworth’s deflowering at 
age 24 in 1908 to actress Vic­ 
toria Principal’s as a teen-ager 
in the ’60s. 
“We wanted to do a book that 
would tell what this country is 
all about," said Karl,*48 and 
handsome enough to be seduced 
by any body in a com patch. 
“What better question to ask 
than about our bizarre tribal in­ 
itiation rite?” 
The idea for the book came 
two y ears ago as a money -mak­ 
ing project for the two unem­ 
ploy ed Los Angeles journalists.

Every sports figure the Flem­ 
ings approached turned them* 
down, as did most politicians. 
Both Flemings had their fa­ 
vorites. Karl found Jack Lem­ 
mon’s story complicated and 
touching and was most moved 


by Dr. Benjamin Spock’s sad 
analy sis of his impoteney until 
age 20.

Thu s espionage. 
And e spiona g e , D av e 
Phillips points ou t, is a crime 
in ev ery cou ntry of the world. 
So. obv iou sly , is treason. One 
is fed by the other. Lik e other 
gov ernments, the gov ernment 
of the United States sends 
men abroad to spy and en­ 
cou rage treason and wou ld 
rather not hear of the crimes 
within the crimes — bribery , 
theft, black mail, bu gging. 
Rou gh as espionage is there 
seem to be limits, practical if 
not moral limits. 
“In that cu ltu re.” said Sen. 
Frank Chu rch, chairman of 
the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, “spies don’t 
k ill each other. In fact, they 
scru pu lou sly av oid it. Now, 
I’m not talk ing abou t dou ble 
agents. Bu t while they watch 
each other carefu lly , the KGB 
leav es the CIA alone and the 
CIA leav es the KGB alone. 
They don’t shoot each other. It 
wou ld be as inefficient as 
gang warfare.” 
In the beginning, the CIA 
was primarily intended to 
coordinate and ev alu ate for 
the President the information 
receiv ed by the gov ernment’s 
v ariou s intelligence arms. 


Bu t the law did say the CIA 
was to perform “su ch other 
fu nctions” as the National Se­ 
cu rity Cou ncil might direct. 
With that catch-all phrase as 
its au thority , the CIA ov er the 
y ears has condu cted cov ert 
operations arou nd the world 
with massiv e resou rces of 
money , men and trick s neat 
and dirty . In Western Eu rope, 
Iran, Gu atem ala. Greece, 
Cu ba. Laos. Vietnam and 
other cou ntries, it has pou red 
money into elections and 
e ngi ne e re d or tried to 
engineer the ov erthrow of 
gov ernments thou ght to be in­ 
imical. 
The CIA’s general answer to 
criticism of its cov ert oper­ 
ations is that they were legal­ 
ly au thorized and that the 
agency , a creatu re of the 
President, was carry ing ou t 
his foreign policy . Thu s, the 
q u estion of CIA morality 
becomes the morality of that 
policy . 
None of the intelligence peo­ 
ple approached for this article 
saw any thing immoral in the 
Bay of Pigs inv asion of Cu ba. 
Tt was poorly planned or badly 
ex ecu ted bu t it was not, in 
their ey es, morally wrong. 
After all, they said, nobody 
had elected Castro and he was 
talk ing abou t ex porting Marx - 
ist rev ol u t ion in Latin 


America and he was inv iting 
the Ru ssians in only 90 miles 
from American shores and the 
Ru ssians did ev entu ally bring 
missiles with them. 
There is a k ind of relentless 
momentu m implicit in this 
logic which, gathering speed, 
can gallop easily toward the 
u ltimate in cov ert operations 
—■ political assassination It 
u su ally carries with it the re­ 
minder that the world might 
hav e been spared tragedy 
bey ond measu re if somebody 
had k illed Adolf Hitler. 
And if Hitler, why not 
Stalin? And if Stalin, why not 
Castro? After all, this reason­ 
ing goes, wou ldn’t it hav e 
been better to k ill one man 
than to hav e hu ndreds die in 
the Bay of Pigs and later risk 
the deaths of millions in the 
missile crisis? 
Senator Chu rch said his 
c om m i t t e e h a s “ h a rd 
ev idence of CIA inv olv ement” 
in assassination plots. Colby 
said there were su ggestions to 
assassinate bu t they were 
tu rned down. 
F or m e r CIA men in­ 
terv iewed for this story de­ 
nied k nowledge of any su ch 
plots bu t they did say they 
cou ld u nderstand how some 
people might hav e considered 
them. 
There is, or there is su p­ 


posed to be. a dou ble standard! 
in intelligence by which thcj 
golden ru le is neatly rev ersed.« 
We do to others what we don’t« 
do to ou rselv es. We may spy .* 
lie. bu g, bribe, break andj 
enter, steal or black mail* 
abroad bu t not at home. This* 
is the law 
“Bu t the problems whict 
hav e arisen in the domestic 
field cannot be 
fu lly u ne

WASHINGTON (AP) - He 
began by recalling that when 
he finally told his dau ghter 
what he did for a liv ing, which 
was espionage, she said, “bu t 
isn’t that k ind of dirty . Dad­ 
dy ?” 
He ended the interv iew with 
a k ind of su m-u p. 
“In 25 y ears, I’v e had to do 
things I’m not particu larly 
prou d of. It’s been a dou ble 
life, sometimes u nethical and 
illegal. Bu t I think I’v e been 
u sefu l and I’m not env iou s of 
any man’s moral standards.” 
He pu t on his glasses and 
du g into his wallet. He hoped, 
he said, he was not abou t to be 
corny . Then, from a tattered 
scrap of paper, this big, pow­ 
erfu l look ing man read alou d, 
with some emotion, the words 
of Nathan Hale: 
“I wish to be u sefu l, and ev ­ 
ery k ind of serv ice, necessary 
to the pu blic good, becomes 
honorable by being necessary . 
If the ex igencies of my cou n- 
try d e m a nd a pe c u l ia r 
serv ice, its claims to perform 
that serv ice are imperiou s. ” 
It was the rationale of Dav e 
Phillips’ life with the Central 
Intelligence Agency . 
(His 
dau ghter had thou ght he 
work ed for the State Depart­ 
ment. ) It has been, of cou rse, 
the rationale of the CIA, the 
FBI, the military intelligence 
agencies, and, in fact, of all 
the heroes and rogu es in his­ 
tory who serv ed the altar of 
national secu rity . 
Now, in the wak e of Water­ 
gate and Vietnam, the morali­ 
ty and mentality of the hu ge 
American intelligence appa­ 
ratu s are being qu estioned as 
nev er before. 
Do the techniq u es of in­ 
telligence inev itably com­ 
promise a democracy ? What 
is the morality of men who 
seek , in the name of cou ntry , 
to tu rn men of another cou n­ 
try into traitors, men who lie, 
steal, break and enter, 
black mail and bu g? Shou ld 


Mr. Bond, at long last, be 
hou sebrok en? 
It was Pearl Harbor Harry 
Tru man had in mind when he 
ask ed Congress to set u p the 
CIA in 1947. Clark Clifford 
helped write the legislation. 
Before he became secretary 
of defense in 1968, Clifford 
serv ed eight y ears on the pre­ 
sident’s Foreign Intelligence 
Adv isory Board, most of them 
as chairman. 
“Basically ,” he said recent­ 
ly , “an intelligence operation 
is an anachronism in a de­ 
m ocracy . It is secret. It 
sometimes u ses qu estionable 
means. The pu blic can’t be in­ 
formed abou t it or ev en told 
its cost. It is inconsistent with 
democracy bu t it remains a 
necessity if we are to preserv e 
ou r form of gov ernment. We 
can’t fly blind in the world to­ 
day .” 
Bu t the CIA trou bles Clif­ 
ford profou ndly , for startling 
reasons, and so he u rges new 
legislation by which a joint 
ov e rsi ght c om m i t t e e of 
Congress wou ld tether the 
agency within new, sharply 
defined limits. 
He is particu larly trou bled 
by the growth of the “in­ 
telligence sy ndrome” ov er the 
y ears of the Cold War. 
“As the agency went on 
growing,” he said, “there de­ 
v eloped a psy chology within 
the CIA: those who were ex ­ 
perienced in international in­ 
telligence w ere u niq u ely 
qu alified not only to carry ou t 
orders bu t to conceiv e new 
projects. 
“As time went on, they de­ 
v eloped a concept of a higher 
loy alty , higher ev en than that 
which they owed to their own 
Director and the President, a 
loy alty to cou ntry which car­ 
ried with it the idea that oth­ 
ers, only temporarily in gov ­ 
ernment, wou ld not be able to 
u nderstand the great rewards 
that awaited the cou ntry if 
they were left alone.” 
By law, the CIA is respon­ 
sible to the president and re­ 


ports directly to the National 
Secu rity Cou ncil, of which he 
is chairman. The other mem­ 
bers are the v ice president, 
secretary of state, secretary 
of defense, chairman of the 
joint chiefs of staff and the 
CIA director. 
The NSC. too, say s Clifford, 
was at times k ept in the semi­ 
dark as a resu lt of agile foot­ 
work and a relentless momen­ 
tu m that wou ld dev elop within 
the CIA for a giv en project. 
It is the insistent contention 
of the CIA that it may operate 
in the dark bu t not in a v acu ­ 
u m, that what it does secretly 
is simply the inv isible arm of 
what the President, in his for­ 
eign policy , does pu blicly . 
It is also the implicit con­ 
tention of recent history that 
elitism in gov ernment, or 
what Dav id Halberstram 
called “The Best and the 
Brightest,” was not confined 
to the 125 serene, v erdant 
acres the CIA occu pies in the 
pines of Langley , Va. From 
Frank lin Roosev elt to Richard 
Nix on, Congress was told less 
and less by increasingly 
powerfu l presidents. Father 
k new best, and Big Brother 
was not far behind. 
Basic to the u nderstanding 
of the intelligence mentality , 
say its practitioners, are 
sev eral facts of international 
life: the world remains a 
dangerou s place despite de­ 
tente; the KGB, the Ru ssian 
intelligence apparatu s, is v ery 
good, u biqu itou s and has the 
adv antage of operating from a 
closed society ; intelligence, in 
any case, cannot be operated 
within Marqu is of Qu eensbu ry 
ru les. 
CIA director William E. Col­ 
by : 
“My task is to search for in­ 
div idu al facts k ept in the u t­ 
most secrecy in closed so­ 
cieties, and with these facts 
try to constru ct whole assess­ 
ments, in somewhat the way 
one ex trapolates a reprodu c­ 
tion of the sk eleton of a bron­ 
tosau ru s from a thigh bone.

WASHINGTON (A PI — The 
Peoples Bicentennial Com­ 
mission is raising a rhubarb 
among celebrants of the na­ 
tion’s 200th birthday bv argu­ 
ing with them about the true 
significance of the American 
Revolution. 
This energetic group of 
rad ical flag w avers has 
aroused the ire of the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, as 
well as of the government’s of­ 
ficial Bicentennial promoters. 
Ronald Reagan and con­ 
servatives in general. It*lias 
done so mainly because of its 
attacks on big corporations. 
The PBC also has aroused 
the ire of the far left. That’s 
because it still extols the vir­ 
tues of democratic institutions 
and a free market economy 
despite its revolutionary 
fervor. 
But labor unions 
civic 
groups, school system s, 
churches and others receptive 
to a populist approach to the 
Bicentennial have made the 
PBC a major influence in the 
celebration. 
The Peoples Bicentennial 
Commission, a private group 
with no official status, has 
p ro vid ed 
B ic e n te n n ia l 
materials to 5,000 schools. 
2.000 library systems and 
65.000 churches. It has six 
b o o k s o u t 
by 
m a j o r 
publishers, with three more 
planned this year 
At last count, 984 com­ 
mercial radio stations were 
playing PBC ’s “ The Voices of 
’78“ series and 145 television 
stations were showing the TV 
version. PBC has a film and a 
multimedia show touring the 
country and an itinerant the­ 
ater company. 


Largely because the federal 
government and various pri­ 
vate organizations have pro­ 
vided little direction for the 
Bicentennial celebration, PBC 
has been able to step into the 
vacuum and fill the demand 
for program material. 
Jerem y Rifkin, a young 
economist who started PBC 
four years ago on an $800 shoe­ 
string, says a budget of up to 
$300.000 is expected for 1976. 
the big Bicentennial year. 


Next year PBC will conduct 
a national campaign modeled 
on a presidential campaign.

“ I felt that the New Left 
was not reaching the kind of 
people I grew up with.” Rifkin 
said in an interview “ It was 
not addressing the concerns of 
middle-income Americans. So 
with ‘76 coming up. I got the 
idea for PBC ” 
Now such early supporters 
as James J. Kilpatrick, the 
conservative columnist, have 
concluded that “ PBC ’s views 
are mostly hogwash, and 
Marxist hogwash at that. ” 
Rifk in s fundam ental 
theory, however, is not Marx­ 
ist It calls for preservation of 
a competitive marketplace. 
He is opposed to government 
ownership and operation of 
business and industry. 
His chief objection is to the 
large multinational corpo­ 
rations and what he describes 
as their exportation of Ameri­ 
can technology, jobs and capi­ 
tal.

fa ir a nd equita ble. Fo r its pa rt the 
co mmissio n a g rees, but a dds tha t 
its sta ff a nd budg et ha v e been 
ina dequa te to do the jo b a ssig ned 
to it. 


The pro perty ta x ha s been a 
fa v o rite whipping bo y since time 
immemo ria l, but Lehr’s study do es 
ha v e the merit o f submitting the 
sy stem to the mo st ex tensiv e 
scrutiny it ha s ev er receiv ed in 
Misso uri, spo tlig hting its sha ky 
fo unda tio n.

o n o fficial fabricatio n. To p arap hrase 
Oliv er Wendell Ho lmes, a lie remains the 
handle to fit all p o litical sins. 


Thu s Wilbu r Mills, when cau ght when 
the strip p er, called her merely "a go o d 
family friend” ; and Richard Helms, an 
ambassado r, late o f the CIA, denies U.S.

o ther things, o u tlaws go v ernment ly ing, 
still langu ishes. 


The anti-ly ing measu re wo u ld fo rce a 
$10,000 fine o r fiv e y ears in jail fo r 


go v ernment emp lo y es who o bstru ct federal 
fu nctio ns by frau d, and wo u ld also p enalize 
tho se p eo p le, su ch as President Decent, 
who lie to Co ngress. Bu t there isn’t what 
y o u ’d call an u rgency to p ass the new law. 


And p erhap s a law sho u ld no t be p assed.. 
Legislating ho nesty is a trick ev en Mo ses 
fo u nd ev asiv e.

WASHINGTON — So me 2,000 American 
firms, ranging fro m Fo rd Mo to rs to small 
p et sho p s, hav e been blacklisted by the 
Arabs. 


The bo y co tt list, identify ing allegedly p ro - 
Zio nist 
co mp anies 
fo r 
eco no mic 
retaliatio n, was p rep ared in Lebano n. It is 
co nsidered mo re imp o rtant than earlier 
lists, becau se a Lebanese heads the Arab 
bo y co tt o ffice in Damascu s. 


A similar list, p ro v ided to the Co mmerce 
Dep artment by firms that actu ally were 
ap p ro ached by the Arabs, is no w the* 
su bject o f a ho t co ntro v ersy o n Cap ito l Hill. 


Co mmerce Secretary Ro gers Mo rto n has 
refu sed to su rrender the list to Co ngress, 
co ntending that the firms were p ro mised 
co nfidentiality . Rep . Jo hn Mo ss, D-Calif., 
who se 
inv estigating 
co mmittee 
has 
demanded the list, is co nsidering whether 
to cite Mo rto n fo r co ntemp t. 
The Ubanese list was ap p ro v ed Dec. 6, 
197 4 , at a clo sed cabinet meeting in Beiru t. 
Rep . James Scheu er, D-N.Y., managed to 
get a co p y and sho wed it to u s. 
Altho u gh this p articu lar bo y co tt list is 
treated with great grav ity by Arab 
go v ernments, it is cu rio u sly hap hazard. Fo r 
ex amp le, mo re than o ne insignificant p et 
sto re and a sho e rep air firm are listed. Yet 
the United Jewish Ap p eal fo r the Film 
Indu stry has been remo v ed fro m the list. 
Perhap s so me Arab dip lo mat o r p etty 
sheikh didn’t like the serv ice when he 
sto p p ed to bu y a canary o r get his sho es 
heeled. 
So me Arab co u ntries, su ch as Sy ria and 
Sau di Arabia, treat the bo y co tt list as if it 
were taken fro m the Ko ran. Bu t in 
Mo ro cco , say , it is v irtu ally igno red. 
So me Arab o fficials, acco rding to o u r 
so u rces, u se the list to ex to rt bribes. Fo r a 
little “baksheesh,” they can be p ersu aded 
to igno re the bo y co tt. 
Su ch firms as General Electric, Miles 
Labo rato ries, Trans Wo rld Airlines and the 
Hilto n ho tel chain are activ e in Israel. Yet 


they still manage to do bu siness in the Arab 
wo rld. 
The 2,000 blacklisted firms co v er ev ery 
facet o f U.S. 
bu siness, with sp ecial 
emp hasis o n co mmu nicatio ns co mp anies. 
Su ch firms as CBS, NBC, United Artists 
and Otto Preminger Films are o n the list. 


A nu mber o f liq u o r co mp anies, led by 
Calv ert and Seagrams, are also listed, 
altho u gh Arabs su p p o sedly do n’t drink and, 
therefo re, sho u ld hav e no need to imp o rt 
liq u o r. 


The U.S o il indu stry , p redictably , has all 
bu t escap ed the bo y co tt. Other co mp anies 
hav e been remo v ed fro m the bo y co tt list, 
inclu ding Kaiser Steel, General Pap er, 
General Tire, Mo nsanto , RKO General and 
a Yu go slav sewing machine p lant. 


A few o f the blacklisted o rganizatio ns 
and p ro du cts inclu de:

WASHINGTON — It is imp o rtant that 
Americans u nderstand bo th the v alidity 
and the v ital natu re o f the Chu rch 
co mmittee’s p ro be into IRS activ ities. 


Many co ngressio nal in­ 
v estigatio ns wind u p hav ­ 
ing little p u rp o se o ther 
than the p ro du ctio n o f 
p u blicity fo r p o liticians, 
bu t these inq u iries into 
abu ses o f, and within, 
the 
Internal Rev enu e 
Serv ice ru n to the heart 
o f Co ngress’s resp o nsi­ 
bility 
to 
make 
laws 
that p ro tect u s all. 
IRS Co mmisio ner Do nald Alex ander has 
made so me sho cking disclo su res abo u t ho w 
the IRS was misu sed fo r p artisan p o litical 
and ideo lo gical reaso ns. IRS info rmatio n 
was u sed illegally by the White Ho u se, the 
CIA, the FBI and ev en newsp ap ermen, 
who were leaked IRS data by bu reau crats 
o u t to destro y p o litical enemies. 
Alex ander is say ing that Co ngress o u ght 
to change the laws to giv e the IRS the 
au tho rity to deny info rmatio n in any 
circu mstance where the IRS co mmissio ner 
feels the release o f IRS files wo u ld be 
imp ro p er. 
This is an idea many co ngressmen will 
leap to ap p ro v e, o p erating as they are in 
the lingering stench o f Watergate. Bu t 
there o u ght to be so me hard stu dy o f bo th 
the feasibility and desirability o f giv ing the 
IRS so mu ch p o wer that it beco mes “abu se- 
p ro o f" 
As fo r desirability , there can be little 
do u bt that safegu ards mu st be erected 
against the brazen illegalities rev ealed by 
the

co mmittee. 
We 
mu st 
remefnber that no single agency has mo re 
p riv ate info rmatio n, mo re delicate details, 
abo u t u s than do es the IRS. 
It kno ws no t o nly ho w mu ch mo ney I 
earn, bu t who p ay s it to me, who my 
bu siness p artners are, with who m I had 
lu nch o n which day in the co ndu ct o f my 
bu siness, which to wn I trav eled to o n 
which day . The IRS kno ws my wife’s age 
and tastec, fo r it has ex amined what she 
serv es at dinner p arties. It kno ws ho w we 
bo th sp end o u r mo ney , fo r o n o ne o ccasio n 
an IRS agent lo o ked at ev ery check we 
wro te o v er an entire y ear. 
In sho rt, the IRS kno ws mo re abo u t me 
than any p erso n o n earth o ther than my 
wife — and p ro bably kno ws a few things 
she do esn’t. The same is tru e fo r mo st 
Americans. 
The 
p o lice 
state 
imp licatio ns 
are 
o bv io u s, then, if a White Ho u se aide — like 
Nix o n’s Charles Co lso n — can telep ho ne 
the IRS co mmissio ner and get the tax files 
o n say , Jo sep h Also p , fo rmer Sen. Jo sep h 
Ty dings — o r Carl Ro wan. It is a dangero u s 
thing when the Central Intelligence Agency 
can tell the IRS to do a tax au dit o n a 
magazine o r newsp ap er which is ex p o sing 
so mething the CIA do esn’t want ex p o sed. 
Bu t what kind o f law will make the IRS 
abu se-p ro o f as lo ng as the co mmissio ner 
serv es at the p leasu re o f the p resident? 
Ho w do es an IRS bo ss slam shu t his files in 
the face o f a malev o lent o r imp erio u s 
p resident who can fire him o n mo ment’s 
no tice? 
A new law to giv e the IRS co mmissio ner 
the p o wer to say no is no t all that feasible. 
It may be necessary to establish that the 
IRS co mmissio ner is ap p o inted by the 
p resident with the co nsent o f the Senate 
and may be fired o nly with Senate 
agreement. The p o tential fo r p u blic brawls 
in an arrangement like that is o bv io u s. 


Then there is the q u estio n o f whether we 
WANT to giv e the IRS co mmissio ner mu ch 
mo re p o wer. 


There 
are 
nu mero u s 
circu mstances 
(inv estigatio ns o f the u nderwo rld, effo rts 
to establish gu ilt o r inno cence where a 
serio u s crime has been co mmitted, tracing 
fu nds in co u nter-esp io nage cases) where 
the FBI, a U.S. atto rney and ev en the CIA 
may hav e a legitimate claim to IRS data. 
We already hav e had charges (u np ro v en) 
that Alex ander u sed his p o wer to fru strate 
a p ro be o f wealthy tax do dgers. Can we 
handle 
a 
situ atio n 
where 
the 
IRS 
co mmissio ner wo u ld hav e the p o wer to 
fru strate o ther law-enfo rcement agencies 
thro u gh 
his 
co ngressio nally -besto wed 
p o wer to deny info rmatio n whenev er he 
sees fit? 


It is a v ery serio u s and v ery tricky 
bu siness that this Chu rch co mmittee deals 
with. We all had better p ay clo se attentio n 
to the step s the co mmittee takes to reso lv e 
the situ atio n.

FUNNY BUSINESS 
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Prosecutors in SLA cases 
likely to discuss Hearst 


SAN FRANCISCO (¿P ) - 
Prosecutors with potential Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army cases 
gather here today for their sec­ 
ond “ summit meeting,” and 
Patty Hearst’s name is likely to 
dominate their talks. 
The meeting, the second with­ 
in a week, was initially planned 
as an evidence-and-idea-sharing 
session to follow determination 
of Miss Hearst’s mental com­ 
petence in her federal case 
here. 
But a federal judge put off 
that decision Tuesday, post­ 
poning her competence hearing 
to allow more examinations. 


Miss Hearst’s attorney said 
she should not be cross-exam­ 
ined at her bail hearing. She is 
being held without bail on a 
federal bank robbery charge. 


Attorney Albert Johnson has 
described the 21-year-old jailed 
heiress as mentally deteriorat­ 
ing. 


“ Her emotional and mental 
condition is such that she could 
not give reasonable answers,” 
he said. 
Today’s “ SLA summit” is 


likely to concern the impact of 
delays in Miss Hearst’s federal 
case on potential prosecutions 
on state charges. She faces 
charges in Los Angeles and has 
been mentioned as a target of 
investigations into two Saca- 
mento 
bank 
robberies, 
in­ 
cluding one in which a woman 
was killed 
SLA members William and 
Emily Harris, arrested with 
Miss Hearst.Sept. 18, were in­ 
dicted with her in Los Angeles 
and are reported to be suspects 
in other cases, including the 
Sacramento robberies. 
“ This was planned as a gath­ 
ering of all the jurisdictions 
who have interest in discovery 
of evidence from 
the 
two 
houses,” 
said 
Deputy 
Dist. 
Atty. Sam Mayerson of Los An­ 
geles, referring to the last hide­ 
outs of Miss Hearst and the 
Harrises. 
Mayerson, who will prosecute 
the Harrises and Miss Hearst 
on kidnap, robbery and assault 
charges, said he and other 
prosecutors hope the F B I will 
show them some evidence they 
have not seen before. 


“ I hope it will be new or I’ll 
be making a trip for nothing,” 
he said. "I understand that it 
will be new.” 
Meanwhile, Johnson said he 
would oppose Miss Hearst’s im­ 
mediate transfer to Los Ange­ 
les for arraignment on the state 
charges. Mayerson indicated he 
would not press for the move 
before her mental condition is 
determined. 
U.S. District Court Judge Oli­ 
ver J. Carter set Oct. 22 as a 
tentative date for the next 
hearing for Miss Hearst. By 
then, three court-appointed psy­ 
chiatrists are expected to have 
finished work on their final re­ 
ports to the judge. 
Asked about reports that he 
and his partner. F. Lee Bailey, 
are considering plea bargaining 
for reduced charges against 
Miss Hearst in return for testi­ 
mony against others, Johnson 
replied: 
“ No such thing has ever been 
discussed. Plea bargaining is 
not our method of doing busi­ 
ness. Generally, we go into a 
trial and carry it through to its 
conclusion.”

Georgetown U. professor
